It was 
not the brightest spot in my ca¬ 
reer, and I know it is not an easy 
way to make a living. 

As far as the oil industry is 
concerned, I can understand that 
some may have taken my con¬ 
demnation of a certain section of 
the industry as a smear on the

whole works. One critic points out 
that those who want the govern¬ 
ment to back a crude oil pipeline 
represent only a small percentage 
of the oil production in Alberta, 
and an exceedingly small percent¬ 
age of the oil capacity of the pro¬ 
vince. He says many of the bigger 
oil companies are against the plan 
in principle and have dealt them¬ 
selves out of the proposition even 
though it would have meant mil¬ 
lions in profit to them. I gladly 
acknowledge this, and I have a 
hearty respect for the kind of good 
sense these companies have appar¬ 
ently displayed. 

Now I don’t know whether these 
contrite paragraphs will make egg 
producers or oil men feel better 
about me; hut I did want my read¬ 
ers to know that I’m not a mean 
old grouch. I want to be fair. 

But I’m against compulsory mar¬ 
keting and feel I have to say so, 
and I’m against hahding the oil in¬ 
dustry, or any part of it large or 
small, the Montreal market on a 
platter while we pay to pipe their 
oil down there. 

Next week my column will prob¬ 
ably be headed — Sweetness and 
Light. I’m getting tired of fights. 

Of Many Things 

(By Ambrose Hills) 

Beleaguered Poultry 
Man 

Stan Yankus is a 39-year-old 
poultry farmer in Michigan and the 
FBI agents are after him. His crime 
—he refused to let the government 
of the United States tell him how 
much wheat he can plant on his 
chicken farm, even though he sells 
no wheat but uses it for feed. 

He’s in deep trouble. 

He has been fined $3848 already. 
FBI agents went to egg buyers and 
made them tell how much income 
Mr. Yankus has —they went to the 
bank and insisted on seeing Mr. 
Yankus’ bank account, then seiz¬ 
ed $1701 of it — Mr. Yankus’ por¬ 
tion of a joint account. He has 
had to sell 1100 or hie flock of 6,000 
chickens to get working capital, 
reducing his egg income by about 
20 per cent. 

He is in this trouble because 
wheat fanners voted for penalties 
back in 1954. Mr. Yankus didn’t 
vote for them, wanted no part of 
them; he grows wheat for his own 
use, to feed his chickens. He feels 
that efforts to support the market 
are no business of his. He is sore, 
too, because the agents could go 
and find out about his bank ac¬ 
count, and force egg buyer Sam 
Daken to open his books to them 
so that they’d know Mr. Yankus’ 
income almost to the penny. 

"People tell me on the street 
they can’t do that to you’, even 
though they’ve already done it,” 
he said. A neighbor said. “Stanley 
has a right to live. Hes not wax¬ 
ing rich. His wife and kids have 
to work gathering, sorting and 
candling eggs. Why does the gov¬ 
ernment do this to him?” 

The government does that to him 
because out of an eligible 22,000 
wheat farmers, only 4,000 voted, 
and the majority of them were in 
favor of such controls. At the time 
of the voting, a lot of men like 
Stanley thought they wouldn’t be 
affected, and a good many didn't 
bother to vote. 

Stanley Yankus says he is go¬ 
ing to keep fighting for the right 
to plant as much wheat as he 
wants to plant on his own farm. 
However, it is unlikely that he will 
be able to fight for long. 

He doesn’t have money or power 
—but the government has both. He 
doesn’t seem to have any help from 
the big farm organizations, either. 
A school teacher farmer sent him 
$50 to help — aside from that he 
has received about $30 from his 
neighbors who know him and agree 
with him. 

Most men would simply give in 
and pay up and obey regulations. 
Stanley Yankus, however, says he 
i-, going to resist until he starves 
because "I don’t want my kids to 
grow up in a world where they are 
going to be shipped around like 
pigs."

"I’d rather be dead.”' 

“Is this how you would feel if 
you lost your sight?” asked Mr. 
R. V. Hewlett, executive officer of 
the CNIB for Southern Alberta. 
“Today, a statement of this nature 
is seldom heard,” he went on. “The 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind eases the burden of blindness 
with its services, available with¬ 
out change, to all without vision. 
The first contact is made by a 
sightless field secretary wbo ac¬ 
quaints the newly blinded with 
CNIB services. A home teacher. 
al3o sightless, then steps in, teach¬ 
ing Braille, leatherwork, basketry 
and typing.” 

Mr. Hewlett told the story of 
Jos M., a young chap who lost his 
sight in an industrial accident. 

“Joe was a very bitter young 
:nan until the field secretary ap¬ 
proached and showed Joe that with 
the ‘touch system’ he could light a 
cigarette, tell the time and dial 
the telephone. Under the guidance 
of a CNIB home teacher, Joe learn¬ 
ed to read Braille and to type, and 
be gradually had his lost confi¬ 
dence restored.” 

“Joe began doing sub-contract 
work in an occupational workshop 
and learned that he could work 
well without sight. The Placement 
Officer joined forces with Joe’s 
borne teacher; assessed his adjust¬ 
ment to blindness and his skill 
with tools, and located him a job 
iu an industrial plant operating a 
drill press." 

“Joe doesn't wish he were dead; 
he s got a lot to live for now.” re¬ 
ported Mr. Hewlett, "through the 
CNIB service his handicap was con¬ 
quered." 

“When you give a donation to 
CNIB you help the Joes in your dis¬ 
trict to regain their confidence."

Mission To Japan October 26 


D. B. Young, general manager of Coleman 
Collieries, along with J. A. Brusset, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the West Canadian Collieries, T. G. 
Ewart of the Crows Nest Pass Coal Company 
of Fernie, William Wilson of Canmore, E. 0. T. 
Simpson of the Canadian Collieries of Vancou¬ 
ver, B. Whittacker, managing director of the 
Coal Operators' Association, and a statisti¬ 
cian of the Department of Mines and Techni¬ 
cal Surveys will leave from Vancouver on Oct¬ 
ober 26th for the Aleutian Islands, then on to 
Tokyo, Japan, for a four-week trip.
